MARY PICKFORD’S 
DIVORCE UPHELD

P ickford’s divorce from Owen Moore, 
validated here yesterday 
when

state suprem e court ruled the attorney 
general had no power to institute and 
m aintain an annulm ent action, had re ­ 
moved today the legal shadow which 
was cast on the film s ta r’s m arriage 
to Douglas Fairbanks, who claimed 
her as his wife one week after she ob­ 
tained a decree of divorce at Minden, 
Nev., in 1920. 
The court upheld the claim of the a t­ 
torney general that his 
office 
was 
clothed with all powers granted under 
the common law, but added that the 
office inherited no power to bring an 
independent action to set aside a de­ 
cree of divorce. 
The divorce in 1920 precipitated an 
action by the state for dissolution of 
the decree on the ground that Miss 
Pickford’s residence in the state had 
not covered the period required by 
law.

FOUR BALLOONS IN

Two army, two navy and two civil­ 
ian balloons were in the air early to­ 
day, according to reports, and were 
pushing their way through the uir at 
various altitudes in the final spurt for 
the greatest record of distance.

WHO WEAKS OUT THE KOA OH? 


Tup: B r a in e r d D is p a t c h quotes Secretary of State H olm to 
the effect that Hie state motor tax exceeds $6,000,000 and remarks 
th a t “the 'automobile owners seem to be dom# considerably more 
than their share in building the r oads of the state.” “And,” snaps 
th e St. Cloud Jour ital-Press aptly, “the motor v eh icles are doing 
considerable more than their share in wearing out the roads of 
the state.”—D uluth Herald. 
We must confers our inability to fully appreciate the Journal- 
Press editor’s process of reasoning in the above quotation from 
his editorial columns. 
The Minnesota owners of motor vehicles, 
under the Babcock law, bear the entire burden of taxation for 
building and maintaining these roads—the general public, includ­ 
ing tens of thousand's of motor ear tourists who use our highways 
in the summer months, pay nothing whatever for this purpose. 
Probably one-half of the cars that are thus specially taxed 
are never driven over the roads they helped to build, at any time, 
while a great majority of those that do use the roads, do so only 
during a short northern summer. 
The general public, however, 
has the benefit of the good roads at all seasons of the year, the 
vear round, at the expense of the owners of motor vehicles, who 
pay net only a heavy special license tax to the state to build the 
roads, but also pay an equally heavy government tax when they 
purchase their cars. 
Just how it would be at all possible for the motor vehicles 
owned awd taxed in the state to do “considerable more than their 
share in wearing out the roads cf the state,” under these circum­ 
stances, we cannot comprehend. 


WORK OF WOMEN’S III KEA! 


The W o m a n ’s Bureau of the "Department of Labor, in its 
constructive work of industrial protection for women wage earn­ 
ers, is rapidly winning the cooperation of employers. The bureau 
has no mandatory powers; whatever influence if wields and what­ 
ever cooperation it enlists is due solely to the recognition upon the 
part of employers of its meritorious work. 
This bureau was created by an act of the Republican Congress 
elected in 1918, which act became effective in June, 1920. The law 
provides that “it shall be the duty of the bureau to formulate 
standards and policies which shall promote the (Welfare of wage- 
earning women, improve their working conditions, increase their 
efficiency and advance their opportunities for profitable employ­ 
ment.” 
When it is known that between 8,000,000 and 9,000,000 
women are at present engaged in gainful pursuits, the far-reach­ 
ing effects of such work is easily realized. 
An important task which the Women’s Bureau is effectively 
handling is that of winning recognition of the /principle of equal 
wages for men and women engaged Sn like work. This principle 
was laid odwn for industry during the war bv the War Labor 
Board at the time Chief Justice Taft was its chairman. With the 
passing o f the War Labor Belard the work for equal wages was 
taken up by the Women’s Bureau. 


HEKMAN PEOPLE PAY PENALTY 


T he people of Germany are suffering keenly from the conse­ 
quences of the great war which was brought about by the Ger­ 
man war lords iii their dream of world conquest. Six millions of 
the Gear man people are fed and clothed from the public funds. 
One-ten th of the population is incapacibed and partly dependent, 
mostly because of the war, it was declared in the Reichstag. 
Among them are 900,OOO claiming accident insurance, LIO,OOO 
who are I reiving invalid war pensions, 1,500,000 orphans, 500,000 
war widows and 100,000 invalid widows. Every day 10,000 pros­ 
pective mothers in Germany seek charity shelter to give birth to 
their children. 
The World war has indeed left a terrible trail of misery and 
suffering, as well as a heavy burden of debt and consequently 
greatly increased taxation, tin military Germany. 
The ambition 
of Kaiser Wilhelm to pose as a world conqueror brought all this 
alout, and yet he and ether members of his family, who left the 
people of Germany to meet the conquering Allies and escaped to 
neighboring stales, are living in luxury from the s p o i l s of the im­ 
perial regime, and scheming with their adherents of the military 
party to overthrow the present Republican government and re­ 
establish the monarchy.
